VANDENBERG IS 
NAMED .TO FILL 
SEAT OF FERRIS 


Detroit, Mich., March 31. 
—Arthur Hendrick Vandenberg, Grand 
Rapids editor, is Michigan's new 
United States senator. His appoint- 
ment, filling the vacancy caused by 
the death of Woodbridge N. Ferris, 
was announced this afternoon by Gov. 
W. Green. 

The appointment is good only until 
December, when the short session of 


congress convenes. On the ballot this 
fall the electorate will be called upon 
to name a senator for the period from 
December to March and also for the 
full term of six years following 
March 4. . 

In announcing acceptance of the ap- 
pointment Vandenberg declared that 
he would be a candidate for election 
this fall. 

He will enter the senate. as one of 
its youngest members, being 44 years: 
old. His agé was an important con- 
sideration with the governor, who’ 
stated: “Inasmuch as advan ent to 
positions of power upon the important 
committees in the senate comes 
after many years of service, it is 4 
distinet advantage that our senators 
be int the prime of life.” 

Vandenberg was born in Grand Rap- 
ids. He is married and has three chil- 
dren. For 22 years he has been the 
editor of the Grand Rapids Herald. He 
is a student of. and writer on American 
history. He has published a book on 
Hamilton and the constitution.

‘SIGNALS WOULD

Simple Means of Warn- 


The arm signal in motor traffic is 
struggling back into a place in the 
sun. It has not been much in use 
during the winter, but with moderate 
warmth appears to be gaining more 
popular vogue. 

There is no law in Illinois nor Chi- 
cago, however, compelling the use of 
arm signals to notify the driver who 
follows that a car is intending to stop, 
or turn to the right or left. 

There are laws in other states, how- 


ever, which makes this sort of signal- 
ing obligatory. California, Idaho and 
Kentucky are three of the states which 
specify not only that arm signals shall 
be used but just what the arm signals 
shall be and mean, :

TRUCKING

Motor trucks are inva/ing the last 
atronghold of the horse. At the end 
of 1927 there were 2,943,898 trucks 
carting goods in practically every nook 
and corner of the United States, an in- 
crease of slightly more than one-six- 
teenth over 1926. 
77. per cent of Chicago’s products and 
supplies, according to a study by an 
Illinois truck association. Only a dec 
ade ago Dobbin was doing about 99 
per cent of Chicago’s hauling business, 
while the motor truck was fooling 
along with a measly one per cent.

with people enjoying about the same 
living conditions as we do in_ the 
‘nited States. Alsc, because througu 
mpetition we would’ gain an honest 
and equitable stabilizing influence.”

FARMER’S SUCCESS 


Procrastinating farmers are a}most 
jalways losere—hard losers. Just as 
the battle was lost for the want of a 
horseshoe nail, Many a farmer has 
lost his chance of producing a bumper 
crop because he lost a few pre- 
clous sunny days at plowing time 
the spring. Then he . spends 
the greater part of his time during 
harvesting days looking for an alibi, 
blaming the weather, luck, and poor 
seed corn for his scrawny crop, smoth- 
ered in weeds or burned to the ground 
Oy. a scorching sun. 

“ Laziness,” would be the verdict 


of that army of successful veteran | 
farmers who made hay while the sun | 


was shining in their younger days and 
are: now retired and living comfortably 
in a town néar the old home place. 


old-timers become restiess and grow 
impatient as they see some of the 
younger set of farm boys loafing in 
town when they should be out on 
sunny days making black furrows. 


Some Have Lost Chance. 


Men who have made a go of farm- 
ing say the farmers whd does whatever 
work the weather permits succeeds 
whether times are good or bad. It is 
this sort of farmer who took advan- 
tage of the recent sunny weather in 
this part of the corn belt. There were 
several plowing days between March 
19 and 25, when many northern IIli- 
nois farmers got the jump on their 
procrastinating neighbors. With the 
slushy snow which blanketed the fields 
last week, it may be a long time be- 
fore the water soaked ground will be 
workable again. 

Farmers who failed to take advan- 
tage of the sunny days to plow up 
their high and dry fields may have 
lost their best chance to get an early 
start with corn and other 
planted crops. 

Gambling with Fortune. 
In bad weather, when the ground 
is still wet, the thrifty farmer re- 
pairs his machinery, rivets the broken 
straps on the harness, scours the mold- 
board on his plow, breaks the colts, 
tunes up the tractor, and makes gen- 
eral preparation, so that every hour.

fields. It is the lazy farmer who 
loafs around and whittles his time 
away, leaving the machinery to be re- 
{4 paired in the field when he should be 
breaking ground. |

Lothar folded the letter and switched to an 
official message from Berlin. .It was from Von

_ With hands folded in the lap of her severely plain 
black dress, Frau von Richthofen sat through the 
reading of the letters without a word. Her grief 


was inward and concealed. She knew the Spartan ~ 
stuff that Germany expected of the mothers of its. 


fighting men. | 

Her gaze was out of the window on the wet 
branches of the young firs and pines in the front 
park of the house. Manfred had played. under 


them when he was young. Yes, it had happened— 
they said on April 21. Why, that was only eleven 


days before his next birthday. On May 2 he would 
be—would have been 26. ms 

Seven months more and the war is over—lost for 
Germany. Her son died in a vain cause. Another 
year, and the major, Herr von Richthofen, slips 
into the beyond. Three years more and Lothar 
leaves for the same destination by way of a flying 
accident. 

There remains Bolko—the youngster of the 
family, whose age had kept him from the front— 
and one married daughter. They. were with her 
when she went to Berlin to attend the German of- 
ficial burial of her son Manfred. 

It was the 19th of November, 1925, that Richt- 
hofen’s body came hack to Germany. After the ex- 
humation at Bertangles, the remains were placed 


‘on a private train, which, as soon as it touched the 


German frontier, became the object. of veneration 
all along the road to the capital. — 
Draped with black, it passed 


‘Darmstadt, Frankfurt, Kehl, and Baden. It steamed 


slowly through the stations, between crowds of 
silent, bareheaded Germans. It arrived at Potsdam 
at night, where it was met by a torchlight proces- 
sion which escorted the casket on a gun carriage 
to the Berlin church in which the body lay in state 
for two days. : 

Two guards of honor, one from the ublans and 
the other from the air force, watched over the body

chine guns with which Richthofen. had 
shot down so many of hie victims were 
superimposed on the bier, at the foot of 
which a broken propeller projected 
through an enormous wreath, | 

After the ceremony the casket was carried by ’ 
eight pallbearers, all wearing the cross of the Pour 
le Merite order, and placed on a gun carriage, Frau 
von Richthofen left the church accompanied by 
Bolko. 

Through long, stiff ranks of silent troops a mil- 
itary band with muffled drums led the funeral 
cortege through the streets of Berlin to the ceme-. 
tery. Throughout Germany flags of the republic 
hung at half-staff, and in many places the old im- 
perial flag was flown. 

Before the horse drawn gun carriage on which 
rested the casket, a steel helmeted soldier carried 

a eushion bearing Richthofen's decorations. It was 
a service similar to that which Richthofen himself 
had performed at the funeral of his old master and 
air flight instructor, Boelke. 

The most prominent fighting men of the old Ger- 
man army carried the floral pieces and flanked the 
gun carriage. 

‘ Frau von Richthofen, in deep mourning, but with — 
the veil thrown back over her black bonnet and 

-exposing a lined face which told the story of her 
sorrows, followed the casket om the arm of her son. 
Immediately behind her marched the old Field 

_ Marshal von Hindenburg, now president of the Ger- 
man republic. 

In Mercy cenietery the body was lowered in 
the grave while the military stood at the salute, 

civilians bared their beads, and the ‘colors were 
dipped. Von Hindenburg concluded the impres-. 
sive’ rites by tossing the first handful of earth into 
the grave. | 


N Oct. 26, 1926, Mother von Richthofen stood 
again at the foot of her son's tomb in the pres- 
ence of a number of German dignitaries, gath- 
ered this time to unveil the stone which marks the | 
final resting place of Germany’s greatest war hero. 

The old war song of the empire, “ Deutschland 
iiber Alles,” rose from 500 intensely sincere Ger- 
man throats to the accompaniment of martial music. 
The simple ceremony ended with the firing of a 
volley across the grave. . 3 ; 

The mother took one last look at the ‘heavy . 
marble slab and returned to the old home in Silesia. 

She lives there today, a woman of dreams and 
hopes. Her home is a museum of the relics of the 
life, the battles, and the death of the Red Knight 
of Germany. These and her memories ‘are her 

treasures. 

Of all the honors and eulogies, praise and tributes 
that Manfred earned in his remarkable war career, | 
there-is one she prefers above all the rest. She has 
copied it in English in her quaint penmanship into 


- her diary. 


It was published in London, three days after 
. Manfred’s death, in the British aviation review 

Aeroplane, a journal widely read by British flying 
men. It reads: 

Richthofen is dead. 

All airmen will be pleased to hear that he has 
been put out of action, but there will be no one 
amongst them Who will not regret the death of 

a courageous nobleman. 

Several days ago a banquet was held in hon- 
or of one of our aces. In answering the speech. 
made in his honor, he toasted Richthofen, and 
there was no one who refused to join. Thus 
Englishmen honored a brave enemy. 

Both airmén are now dead; our celebrated 
pilot had expressed the hope that he and — 
Richthofen could survive the war so as to ex- 
change experiences in times of peace. | 

Anybody would have been proud to have: 
killed Richthofen in action, but every mem-— 
ber of the Royal flying corps would also have 
been proud to shake his hand, had he fallen 
captivity alive. | 

It is not true to say that “Richthofen: per- 
sonally was credited with all plané& shot down 
by his squadron. The German numbers are 

_ mostly exact and are, perhaps, sometimes exag- 
gerated when strategic necessities make this 
advisable. It must be mentioned, however, 
that the Germans include army blimps ‘(bal- 
loons) in the number of brought down planes, 

but, even so, Richthofen’s victories would 
amount to seventy planes. 

Richthofen was a brave man, a decent 
adversary, and a true nobleman. 

May he rest in peace! 

Beloved by his people, honored by his foes, ad- 
mired by the brave, the Red Knight of Germany, 
whose indomitable spirit made him the greatest in- 
dividual killing foree in the ranks of his country’s 
fighters, earned well the epitaph that will be ever his 
in the hearts of his people: 

He was a soldier.

hottest oven ever used to bake small 
breads, or up to 500 degrees, but this 
heat may be lowered a little for the 


last half of the thirty minutes re 


quired for baking them. [If thirty min- 
utes is not enough, try forty. 
Health Breads. 

These fadges are precisely a health 
bread, according to all leading defini- 
tions and practices, and are the more 
flavorsome for being freshly baked. 
We baked them, as mentioned, in the 
old fashioned iron roll pan, and were 


sour milk and soda. They were. soft 
enough, however, to split, and when 
toasted were almost as good as when 
fresh baked, but not quite. 

Let us say with great positiveness 
that we have not omitted baking pow- 
der. from this recipe. None was in- 
tended, nor is there anything of the 
sort in the old sanitarium breads of 
plain meal or flour of some sort and 
water. 

-We have tried some from an old 
time book by the first of the Amert- 
can sanitarium doctors, which re 
quired rolling and got a tooth-break- 
ing product, yet something of excel- 
lent flavor. But it was not one that 
pleased us so much as the fadges.

If you have, tell your daughter about 
him and laugh at the silly girl you 
were, It will do more good than a 
volume of preaching. 

Recommendations, 

After all this negative advice—some 
positive recommendations.

These 
struts are mde of 1-16 inch square- 
bamboo about % Inch long. Th 
support the ambroid socket. The ob- 
ject of the socket is to allow you to 
take apart your model when carrying 
it from place to place. - 

Form the socket by folding tissué 
about a 1-16 inch nail, and covering 
the whole with several coats of am- 
broid. Wind the tube thus formed 
with thread, to increase its strength. 
When these sockets are dry they can 
be slipped off the nail*and ambroided 
to the short strut on the pontoon, as 

-shown in the drawing. They'll be 
quite strong and serviceable. Similar 
sockets are an ibroided to the beams 
and to the cross bracing where the 
long pontoon struts are fastened to 
the frame. 

Cover the floats with tisste and 
give them 6 coats of banana oil to 
waterproof them. 

Study the Drawing. 
_ Now study the assembly drawing of 
the plane [Fig. 1] to fix the shape of 
the long struts firmly in mind.

The motive power for the ship is 
derived from two ten strand rubber 
motors of one-eighth inch rubber. The 
strands are 40 inches long. Each 
motor is attached to its front hook by 
means of an S-hook, bent from .033 
piano wire in the form of a capital 8. 
At the other end, the motors are at- 
tached to the hook on the propeller 
shafts which rest in the thrust bear- 
ings. Along the beam, the motors are 
guided by the cans. 

Glide Inte Soft Grass. e 


_ The wing and elevator are held to 
the frame by rubber bands, just as are 
the wings of the indoor pusher. ‘The 
bands loop over the wing and elevator 
and under the fuselage. : 

Glide the ship before attempting to 
fly it. Since the pontoons are easily 
punctured, do the gliding in soft grass. 
If the plane attempts to climb, or nose 
up, set the wing back. If it dives, 
set the wing forward. 


a hydro depends upon the floats. 
These must not only be properly con- 
structed but must be assembled cor- 
rectly, if the plane is to get off the 

Notice, at the bottom of figure 1, 
that the floats are at an angle of 3 
degrees. This may vary a degree less 
or two degrees more without much 
change in the efficiency of the floats. 
The V-bottomed floats are much better 
than the flat type so common on 
models, because they prevent the plane 
from turning on its course when tak- 
ing off. This type also gets off the 
water more quickly, as it cuts down 
suction on the bottom of the float. 
The V type also takes up the shock 
of landing more nicely.

“No one can safely predict or bid 
promise a utility for such new things,” 
says Dr. W. R. Whitney, director of 
the General] Electric company labora- 
tory where the tube was produced, 
“but it is clear that further experti- 
ments must be carried out.

U.S. Army Studies 
Use of Radio for 


‘War Time Service 


Washington, D. C., April 1.—A 
study of the. advantages as well as 
disadvantages of radio in wartime 
brings forth interesting comment from 
Lieut. Dunean Hodges of the United 
States signal corps. In:radio’s favor 
is that it is independent of bad roads. 
Also, radio ran be used between rapidly 
moving units when distances are so 


great and movement so continuous } 


that-wire and messenger communica- 
tion cannot be maintained. ; | 

On the other hand, radio is not se- 
cret. This advantage necessitates the 
use of code or cipher in transmitting 
dispatches. And it has been learned 
that the general position of radio sets 
can be located by the enemy. 

“The number dnd general location 
of sets can be ascertained by the 
enemy, by which he can judge the 
amount of concentration of our forces 
if he Knows our radio organization,” 
Lieut. Hodges says. ‘“ This disadvan- 
tage can be minimized by curtailing 
the use of radio during a concentra- 
tion period or by establishing dummy 
stations. — 

“Enemy interference stations can 
interrupt the work of our own sta- 
tions. These stations, however, ordi- 
narily interfere with the enemy sta- 
tions as much as with our own and 
are therefore not employed much.
